Grade Defined 
By Registrar 


Clarification of “E"’ grades 
used in the Sacramento State Col- 
lege grading system was spelled 
out by the Registrar's office. 

According to the office, the ““E"’ 
is usually assigned to a student 
who has not taken final examina- 
tions or otherwise has not com- | 
pleted course requirements. It is 
applicable only in cases where 
there is a minimum amount of 
course work remaining to be com- 
pleted.

All “‘E’’ grades that 
are not removed within the time 
limits become automatic techni-
